Denth of Dean Richmond — Who

Shall Be Iis Successor
From the Herald,

Dean Richmond 15 dead., We shed our tears
over him in our obituary column while recount-
ing the particulars of his decense, the leading
fucts ol his life, and the peeulinrities of his
charactar. Put in this world deuth is too fre-
quent an occurrence fora wise manu 1o waste
much time in useless mourning, Let us, then,
wipe our eyes and om

sonsible and  practical of an
in which has cauged as decided a sensation
Wall street gnd in political circles as among the
mtimate  personnl  fnends of  the deeeased,
It is not every politiclun whose illness can
affect the chances ol elections, nor every rail-
road mansger whose dootors can put stocks
up or down by their bulletins us to the state of
hig health:; but Dean Richmond was such a
politician and suen n manager. His political
gchemes were go weptitied with his railroad,
and s railroad operattong with his politics.
that it was impossible to separate one from the
other, In fact, he owed no small portion of his

wer its a politician to the manner in which
Eﬁ secured the control of the Democratic con-
ventions by manipulating the elections of dele-
gotes through the numerous employes, attaches,
and depeadants of his railroad, On the other
hand, he used the political intluence thus eb-
taiued to strengthen and develope his road, and
10 guin for it the patronage and protection or
State oflicials uu& legisiators, His political
and business relations were so reciprocal, and
bhad become 8o inextricably involved, that it is
said that the apprehension of 4 sucoessful com-
bination against him among the stock gamblers
in Wall stieet, on the eve of nn imwportant and
exciting political canipaign in the State, agzra-
vated his disease and hastened his demise,

Now that Dean Richmond i= gone, and even
before he has been Inld in hi= grave, the gues-
tion as to his successor ig being oagerly dis.
cussed, The iuquiry is not so much who shall
succeed him a8 who ean succeed him, There
are very few men who have just the reguisites
and qualifications necessary 10 take UDean
Bichmond's place, He was in many things
remmikable, He was anxious Lo put other
people into offive, but never cared to hold
office himself. He lived in the midst of all
kinds of co:ruption, but had a soul above pecu-
niary dishonesty. In both these particulars he
whas s0 far beyond the ordinary run of political
leaders that It Is very difficult to select any-
body to fill his shors. They are politi-
clans who do not steal, and might find his
left shoe fit them; buat those who refuse oftice
are generally the most corrupt, and thos: who
are not corrupt are generally ambitions of per-
sonal distinetion; o0 that we have to look very
far before we can diseover a politician withont
at least one cloven foot. Besides this, the suc-
wessor of Dean Richmond must have un equal
Aalent for railroads and for polities, and equal

/ skill in engineering locofocos and locomotives,
Most wire-pullers would find it rather difficult
10 settle s dispule about freights, or to urrange
a time table, end most raliroad presidents would
shrink with holy horror from the task of pack-
ing a primary meeting, or making up the slate
for a Btate conveution., It was his ability to

dischurge the varied and diverse daties both of

his business and political positions that gave

Dean Richmond s importance, and in casting

about for his successor we must keep this quul-

fleation clearly in mind,

When the news of the grand National Conven-
tion wans first cirenlated throoghout Central
Europe, we took oceasion to notics the effect on
our securlties nbrond, And it was sale to pre-
diet, as we did, that a faller statement of the
character and the proecedmes of that great
sesrmblage would # st further rise,
On Saturday last came the intelligence divect
from Paris that o large demand for Flve-twenties
had sprung up in that city, and funt heavy
orders for addltional supphes had been for-
warded to New Yok,

On the day that the Nationsal Convention was
organized the cable reported five<twoentles in
Loudon nt 084, On the day thut the notice of
large orders rom Paris was recetvsd  (saturday
evening) the sam= securities hnd advanced, by
the cable report, 10 704 In the London mar-
kets on Monday the quaotation was 721, The gront
operating cnuse in this steady apprecintion of
onr secunties abroad is tho perieot aceord of the
Northern sud Sonthern delegates assembled at
Philagelphin as ro the alleginnee due by all the
Stres 1o the Feoeral Constitution; the tormal
renuneintion by the South of the rnelic of «pges-
rinmg the pledge ot sccarity o the irecdmen in
their personal apd property nghts, and the
solemn decigration that, *While we regard as
nuierly invahd, and never to be gssumed or mnde
of Lipdine torce, suy oblicanon ingurred oy un-

rtaken in making war agninst the Unired
Blates, we hold the debt of the nation to be
sliered dng inviolnble, and we pl'm-.]ujm our pur-

pese in discharging this, us in performing all
other national obligations, to maintain anim-

putred and unimpeanched the bonor sud the faith
ol the Ri'illih.ln'."

The report of these resolutions in Eorope has
not even now had its fu)l eflect. It Lins not yet
been circulated as it will be—with the aceom-
mnying Address of the Convention—u few daya
ience. Mennwhile, we ean see how eagerly
lovkers-on abrond have been wateluog the pro-
grees of restoration here, and how practical a
shape their estimate begins to tuke,
